The morning
session being over, she seated herself at her
desk and prepared to eat her Tuncheon,
There were several small boys in the room.
Miss MeDougall put one hand into the
receptacle,.  Then the small boys were
startled by a loud seream. Looking mp
they saw their pretty teacher standing in
her chair, while coiled about her right arm
they say a vellow-hrown thing that squirmed
andl hiissed and shot out a long red tongue.

Willie Phelps ran forwand, grasped the
snnke by the tail and tore it from the
teacher's arm. Then with a quick toss
about his head he dashed it to the floor and
stamped on it head until it was dead,
Then Willie looked at Miss MeDongal.
She was Iving prostrate on the floor. He
dashed water in ber face, and, seeing a drop
of blood  just above the wrist of her right
arm, he put his month to it and sucked at it
vigorously.

Although she was far bevond her depth
she simply floated likea cork. The reason
was that Miss Havard is fat; in fact, she is
so fnt that she conld not sink. Three sturdy
longshoremen went around her and hauled
her ashore very wet, cold and hulf full of
sali water, e police wagon was sent for,
and as the officers detected the odor of
liquor as well a= salt water upon the woman
they locked her up and charged her with
being drunk.

EUICIDE IN A DEPOT.

A Philadelphia Drygoods Man Shoots Him-
eolf Five Times.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—[Special. ]—
The sound of five shots in rapid succession
startled people in the Reading Railroad
station st Ninth street, shortly after noon
to-day. A rush was made toward the toilet
room, whence the ominous sound came, and
William J, Peacock, buyer and general
manager of the underwear department of
Joel J. Baily & Co.'s wholesale house, wns
found lying upon the floor, bleeding but
copseions, and with a smoking pistol by his
side. There were four ghustly bullet
wounds in his head, and from his throat
spurted blood made by the fifth shot, which
the suicide’s unstendy hand had misdirected.

Oniy a few minutes before the deadly
fusilade Peacock had chatted plessantly
with the bootblack in the station, who had
polished his shoes, and seemed in his
ordinarily good spirits. He was taken to
the hospital, but died without speaking a
wond. Inspeaking of the oceurrence this
afternoon, Mr. Baily said that Mr. Peacock
was one of the most highly esteemed men in
the firm's employ, and bore an excellent
character.

Bones of n Little Boy Unearthed
WWhile Excavating at Johnstown.

The remains found to-
day were within a foot of the surface, and
eitizens here believe there are many such in
the city, as the search for the missing was
never as thorough as was desired.
